Jobless 
claims up, 
but economy 
growing

NEW YORK A private forecast of economic activi- 
ty rose for the sixth straight month in September, 
asign the economy may keep growing early next 
year despite rising unemployment. 

The number of new claims for jobless ben- 
efits jumped more than expected last week. 
Claims had fallen in five out of the previous six 
weeks, and most economists expect that trend 
to continue but at a slow pace, with employers 
still reluctant to hire. 

The Conference Board said Thursday that 
its index of leading economic indicators rose 
1 percent last month after a 0.4 percent gain in 
August, beating economists’ expectations. 

The group said the indicators’ 5.7 per- 
cent growth rate in the six months through 
September was the strongest since 1983, but 
joblessness is weighing on the rebound. 

Dips in manufacturing hours worked andbuild- 
ing permits, a gauge of future construction, were 
the only two measures out of 10 that weighed 
down the index. It is meant to project economic 
activity in the next three to six months. 

The six-month rate is consistent with annu- 
al economic growth of about 8 percent, said 
Paul Dales, US. economist at Capital 


Economics. It’s unlikely the rebound will be that 
strong, however, as the index may be “distorted” 
by the Federal Reserve’s rock-bottom interest 
rates and market liquidity measures, he said.

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Stars need to put 
community first 


Some celebs are really into community service. 

Just look at the combined contributions of Chris Brown, Boy 
George, Lindsay Lohan and Naomi Campbell. 

Oh wait—that was all court-ordered. 

But seriously, there are many entertainers who donate time to good 
causes sans orange jumpsuits: Angelina Jolie, Brad Pitt, Tyler Perry and 
Bono to name just a few. 

Yet there are many who could do much more to give back, including 
offering an assist to the communities that gave them their start. 

Earlier this week, we saw a shining example of that when David 
Banner, a Mississippi rapper and activist, traveled to his birthplace of 
Chicago in memory of Fenger High School honor student Derrion 
Albert, who was beaten to death last month. 

Banner still feels a connection to this community and involved 
rappers— including Rhymefest, Twista and Naledge—to join his 
“Something’s Wrong” campaign. 

Banner and the homegrown hip-hop talent plan to work together 
with city officials to raise awareness for, and address, the inner city 
challenges that led to Albert’s death. 

Asa hip-hop fan, I was elated to see this convergence for community 
awareness. But I echo Rhymefest’s disappointment that other Chicago 
stars —including athletes, successful entrepreneurs and musical art- 
ists—appear to be tardy to the party. 

Rhymefest repeatedly pointed out the hypocrisy in a lengthy inter- 
view with me. 

“We make time for women, make time for nonsense, make time for 
the club, but we’re too busy for our kids,” Rhymefest said in comments 
posted on redeyechicago.com/kylesfiles. “Not just our biological kids, 
but those children who look to us as role models.” 

To make sure they pay their debt to society, Rhymefest agitates for 
action via Twitter, meanwhile highlighting his own efforts to improve 
Chicago neighborhoods through volunteering and protesting for jobs 
in his community. 

“Now as I prepare to release my second major debut album EL 
CHE I’ve joined a Chicago community organization CEASE FIRE,” 
Rhymefest recently tweeted. “CEASE FIRE and I R currently creating 
a covenant between artists[s], athletes, radio and community. We will 
get everyone to sign on! Or hood passes will be revoked.” 

Hopefully others in the entertainment, business and political realm 
will heed Rhymefest’s caps-lock laden call to action and join us Average 
Joes and Janes in the battle to reclaim our neighborhoods. Youth are 
dying at alarming rates and clearly something must be done—and fast. 

Surely that honorable effort is worth a respite from the red carpet. 

Celebs—no matter their talent level—ultimately make money 
because we love them. Because we show up when they are doing some- 
thing worthwhile. 

It’s not too much to ask for a little of that love in return, especially 
with so many communities in crisis.

DERAILMENT 
FORCES METRA 
TO CANCEL, 
DELAY TRAINS

Metra canceled several trains and warned 
of hour-long delays on the SouthWest line 
Thursday night as officials investigated how 
freight locomotives that derailed south of 
Union Station rolled out of a nearby rail yard. 

Union Pacific would not say whether con- 
trols were properly set on the locomotives or 
whether anyone was on board. 

“The focus of the investigation is to find out 
how that happened,” said Mark Davis, a spokes- 
man for Union Pacific. 

Eight locomotives, all connected, rolled out 
of the rail yard near 18th Street around 8 a.m. 
Four of them derailed at the bridge over the 
Chicago River, tying up commuter trains and 
leaking gear oil in the river. 

A team of inspectors was sent to the scene 
after the accident to investigate the derailment, 
the Federal Railroad Administration said. 

The investigators planned to interview 
crew members, inspect equipment and review 
records to determine the cause, including a pos- 


sible mechanical failure or human error, spokes- 
man Warren Flateau said. 

The agency could take a month to complete 
its findings and would not be issuing any pre- 
liminary results, he said. 

It is not unusual for train cars or locomotives 
to roll loose, he said. “But clearly it should not 
happen. It’s a serious thing to have equipment 
roll unattended,” Flateau said. 

One possible explanation was that a crew 
member neglected to set the brakes on the 


idling locomotives, and the equipment simply 
rolled down an incline, experts said. 

If human error was involved, crew members 
could face disciplinary actions ranging from a 
work rule infraction to a violation of a federal 
regulation. 

Two of Metra’s SouthWest trains headed for 
Union Station were stopped for up to an hour at 
21st Street. Metra canceled four midday trains 
and three evening trains, and warned that evening 
rush hour trains also would likely be delayed. 


Baby delivered after auto crash dies

A baby delivered after a crash that killed his 
mother died Thursday morning, as investigators 
considered homicide charges against a driver of 
a minivan who allegedly ran a red light. 
Doctors at Stroger Hospital delivered the boy 
by Cesarean section after Wednesday’s crash. 
He was listed in “extremely critical” condition 
and died just before noon Thursday, according 


to hospital officials. 

“The baby suffered injuries [from the crash] 
in addition to being premature,” said Stroger 
Hospital spokesman Marcel Bright. The boy 
had been 6 or 7 months along. 

His mother, Kim Brown, 27, of the 4900 
block of West Cortez Street, was pronounced 
dead shortly after the surgery. 

The driver of the minivan, a 39-year-old 


man from the West Side, was taken to Loretto 
Hospital after Wednesday’s crash and was in 
police custody Thursday, authorities said. 

He has so far been cited for running a red light, 
driving on a revoked license and driving without 
insurance. Even before the baby died, police had 
been seeking reckless homicide charges against 
the man. The Cook County state’s attorney’s 
office is looking into the case, officials said.

“We'll have to use this complicated proce- 
dure to get the trains out off Union Station,” 
Metra spokesman Meg Reile said. “It involves 
using alternate tracks through a rail yard.” 

Metra has been told it could take 12 hours 
to clear the derailment. It could take less time, 
but Reile said Metra decided to cancel the four 
trains as a precaution and warn commuters 
of probable delays. Amtrak trains that travel 
through the area also were affected, with some 
delays and cancellations. 


The accident occurred around 11:30 a.m. 
when a Ford van heading east on Washington 
collided with the minivan that was heading 
south on Kostner Avenue and ran a red light, 
police said. 

Brown was walking with a woman and two 
children when they were struck.

The brawl and other incidents 
have resulted from feuding between 
students from the neighborhood 
and those from the Chicago Housing 
Authority’s Altgeld Gardens public 


housing complex. 


Arlington Heights has a new strategy in its battle 
with those who wander village streets, sipping their 
favorite beverage from a paper bag: warm beer. 

A law passed by the village this week prohibits the 
sale of single cans of refrigerated beer. Singles still can 
be purchased but will have to be chilled elsewhere. 

Village officials first considered an outright ban 
on single-container sales, but the alternate plan 
emerged after retailers said such a blanket prohibi- 
tion could cost them big bucks. 

“The compromise is good,” said retailer Connie 
Karavidas, co-owner of Teddy’s Liquor Stores in 
Arlington Heights. “Working with the village and 
police, it’s the best we can do.” 

The law, which takes effect in January, also allows 
the sale of single beer or malt liquor cans only if the 


cans are larger than 24 ounces. 

Meanwhile, in March other restrictions take 
effect on single containers of wine, which must 
be larger than 10 ounces. Other alcoholic bever- 
ages must be in containers larger than 6.4 ounces, a 
requirement aimed at easy-sipping, little bottles like 
those sold on airlines. 

Mt. Prospect has a similar ban on the sale of 
refrigerated single-containers. “We haven't had any 
violations or any complaints,” Police Officer William 
Roscop said. 

But will it work? “Don’t be surprised if it doesn’t 
work out to the hopes of the Police Department,” 
Arlington Heights village trustee Joe Farwell warned. 
“The alcoholic isn’t going to sit there and say, ‘Well, I 
like my beer cold.’”

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Beans and booze 
reign at anew wave 
of coffeehouse bars

Coffee or booze? Coffee or booze? At 
several new drinking spots, you don't 
have to choose. 

At least a handful of local busi- 
nesses have opened within the past few 
months, catering both to the coffee ad- 
dicts who need their caffeine kick and 


drinkers who want a good buzz. 


From Pure Cafe in West Rogers Park to 
Three Peas Art Lounge in the South Loop, fans 
of booze and beans can find a cup of whatever 
they like at these new spots. Even Starbucks is 
getting in on the action. The giant coffee chain 
is testing out the concept of adding beer and 
wine to its menu at one Seattle store. 

Though bar-cafes such as the Map Room and 
Katarina’s have championed the idea for years, 
Chicago seems to be further catching on to a 
trend seen in Europe and even the East Coast, 
said Darren Tristano, executive vice president 
of Technomic Information Services, a food ser- 
vice consultant based in Chicago. 

While people drink coffee throughout the 
day, they mainly buy it in the morning and after- 
noon, Tristano said. 

“When you think of a cafe in the US., you 
think breakfast. In Europe, when you think 
cafe, it’s a place to have coffee and have a 
drink,” he said. Offering alcohol on menus and 


shifting more to a wine bar at night 
can help generate sales revenue, 
he said. 

Coffee and alcohol complement 
each other because they’re consumed 
at different parts of the day, said Harry 
Balzer, who studies eating habits and is 
vice president of the NPD Group, a mar- 

ket research company. 

“What the appeal here is the customer base 
tends to be the same— 
adults—and there’s fur- 
ther utilization of the 
facility beyond its peak 
period,” he said. 

But he questions 
whether the novelty will 
wear off. “Ifit’s a product 
that will save us time and 
money, it’ll be a trend and 
not a fad. If it doesn’t do 
one of those two things, it’s probably more of 
fad,” Balzer said. 

For now, these cafes are alternatives to 
Starbucks or the corner bar—even though 
they’re not quite either. Unlike a coffeehouse, 
there’s no mad rush to the counter or pres- 
sure to leave. But the vibe isn’t exactly bar-like

Referring to whether the coffee-booze 
novelty will wear off. 
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either. Cafes that serve booze and beans are 
quieter than sports bars, classier than dive bars, 
and cozier than clubs—more like lounges. But 
at the end of the day, they’re places to be social, 
hang with friends, grab a snack and still work on 
laptops that run on free Wi-Fi. 

Aundray Akbar, 28, a restaurant server 
who lives in Wheeling, stopped by Scarlet in 
Boystown, which reopened three weeks ago 
after a fire forced it closed earlier this year, sim- 
ply because it looked 
low-key. “I’m not in the 
mood for a bar scene, 
just something light and 
easy,” he said. “I don’t 
have to worry about 
loud music and a bunch 
of drunks.” 

Tony Pehar, whose 
parents are from 
Croatia, wanted to 
channel his European roots when he opened 
Pure Cafe last month. “When you go back 
to Croatia, you go to a cafe and start off with 
espresso, maybe order a beer and cevapi or 
flatbread and sit around with some friends,” he 
said. Infusing that European flair into his cafe 
and menu, Pehar offers Nutella crepes, risotto

The coffee: Espresso bar (drinks run $2-$3.75) 
stocked with coffee from local roaster Star 
Lounge Coffee Company, 2521 W. Chicago Ave. 
The booze: Full selection of liquor, beer and 
wine (drinks run $6-$8); no specialty cocktail 
list, but Wha Who shares ownership with Red 
Kiva (1108 W. Randolph St.), so we doubt they'll 
hold out on us for too long. 

Best of both worlds: The Chiaroscuro ($9), 

a light-and-dark layering of Absolut Vanilia, 
espresso and Godiva white chocolate liqueur.

“That just means I’m doing 
my job,” the South Side 
native says. “The key to being 
allowed to do anything is to keep changing so 
you don’t get defined as one thing.

Vampires have been an eternal force in 
Hollywood horror since silent-movie days, yet 
they have risen to new heights as the “Twilight” 
franchise, TV’s “True Blood” and other incarna- 
tions put the bite on viewers. 

In studio flicks, independent and foreign- 
language films and small-screen series, there 
are more bloodsuckers out there today than 
you can shake a wooden stake at. 

With so many vampires afoot, will 
Hollywood’s favorite night creatures lose their 
flavor with fans? 

“Will there be a vampire glut? Will the vam- 
pire market crash? I don’t know,” said Chris 
Weitz, director of November’s “The Twilight 
Saga: New Moon,” Part 2 in the movie series 
based on Stephenie Meyer’s vampire-romance 
novels. “It’s kind of the only growth industry in 
America, that I can tell.” 

So many of Dracula’s brethren are being 
sired nowadays that Weitz and his brother have 
dueling vampire films out this fall. Paul Weitz’s 
“Cirque du Freak: The Vampire’s Assistant” 
opens Friday, with John C. Reilly as a centuries- 
old bloodsucker in a traveling freak show. 

While vampires have a strong pulse in 
Hollywood, some expect the genre could bleed 
out from overexposure, not unlike what hap- 
pened to penguin movies a few years ago. 

Penguins reached a glut after only a hand- 
ful of movies, but the sheer variety of vampire 
stories lends them superhuman durability for 
exploring the issues and fears of mortals. 

“T think vampires are richer veins than pen- 
guins,” Reilly said. “There’s only so much you 
can do with penguins. They’re cute. They can’t 
fly. They live in snow and ice.” 

Vampires have been hardy souls on screen 
since the 1920s and ’30s. Movies and shows 
such as “The Lost Boys” and “Buffy the Vampire 
Slayer” transfused teen power to vampire tales, 
helping to open the current vein of hip, pretty, 
young dead things in the genre. 

“What’s particular about them now is it’s

coinciding with the optimum market for TV 
and film. It’s that young market, it’s kind of 
the ‘Dawson’s Creek’ thing,” said Michael 
Sheen, who co-stars as the vampire Aro in the 
“Twilight” sequel and played a werewolf in the 
“Underworld” vampire franchise. “Whereas in 
the past, I don’t think that has been the case. 
The symbol of vampires has never quite hit that 
marketing gold.” 

Along with “True Blood,” recent TV blood- 
sucker sagas include “The Vampire Diaries,” 
“Blood Ties,” “Moonlight” and Britain’s “Young 
Dracula” and “Being Human.” 

Among recent and upcoming big-screen sto- 
ries are “Blood: The Last Vampire,” the horror 
comedy “Transylmania,” Ethan Hawke’s vampire 
armageddon thriller “Daybreakers” and foreign- 
language vamp tales such as Sweden’s “Let the 
Right One In” and South Korea’s “Thirst.” 

“Twilight” leads the way, its love story 
between an immortal vampire stud (Robert 
Pattinson) and a sensitive school girl (Kristen 
Stewart) proving irresistible to teen and older 
audiences alike. 

So far, fans seem willing to devour as many 
vampire stories as Hollywood can dish out. 

“The truth is, you can’t have too many vam- 
pire movies, just like you can’t have too many 
zombie movies. Each movie is capable of being 
allegories for different things,” Reilly said. 
“Ours is this whole other universe for vampires 
that have nothing to do with Dracula or good- 
looking teenagers making out. It’s this crazy 
underworld that exists, more like ‘Harry Potter’ 
than “Twilight, because the regular human 
world doesn’t even know they’re there.” 

While their popularity may ebb and flow, 
vampires always will have a place in the audi- 
ence’s heart, said Nicolas Cage, who starred in 
1989’s “Vampire’s Kiss” and was a producer on 
2000’s “Shadow of the Vampire.” 

“The vampire is always going to be fascinat- 
ing,” Cage said. “It’s like the vigilante cop, or it’s 
like the cowboy or the Western. It’s part of the 
fabric of society.”

Hilary Swank and Ewan 
McGregor in ‘Amelia’ 
FOX SEARCHLIGHT 


‘Amelia’ star McGregor 
doesn’t mind turbulence

Ewan McGregor’s upcoming films are sur- 
rounded by controversy. 

Roman Polanski’s unfinished “The Ghost” 
is a thinly veiled indictment of Tony Blair. The 
satirical “The Men Who Stare at Goats” alleges 
that the US. military engaged in “psychic spy- 
ing” against the Russians. And in “I Love You, 
Phillip Morris,” out in February, McGregor 
plays tonsil hockey with Jim Carrey. 

But in “Amelia,” opening Friday, he stars as 
Gene Vidal, Amelia Earhart’s love. McGregor 
chatted about his roles. 


You play Earhart’s lover-on-the-side, but the part 
itself is fairly straightforward. What was the draw? 
Hilary Swank, who plays Amelia, has been a 
good friend of mine for years, and we've always 
talked about working together. I suppose we 
kind of kept our eyes open for something. She 
called me about “Amelia” just as I arrived to 
start shooting “I Love You, Phillip Morris,” and 
we struggled for quite some time, but I really 
wanted to make it work dates-wise. So I liter- 
ally made the two films at the same time, flying 
back and forth from Toronto. 


How did it go? 

Oh, my gosh, I was just happy to be working 
with her because I think she’s such an amazing 
actress. 


What was it like working with Polanski? 

He pushes you quite hard and always demands 
that you look for the truth of the scene and 
pushes until you get there, until you stop act- 
ing it and you start feeling it. But he’s also got 
quite a brusque manner, so you have to have 


a thick skin. That said, ’m very fond of him. 
He’s one of the very few completely brilliant 
directors that I’ve worked with. 


Have you been following the news coverage of 
what’s been happening to him? 

No, I try not to. I was pretty upset. I don’t like 
to think of him sitting in a prison cell. But I 
wouldn’t comment upon it because it’s a very 
complicated issue, you know? 


How much of what goes on in “The Men Who 
Stare at Goats” do you think is true? The LSD, the 
telekinesis, the military secrecy. 

Most of it’s true! In fact, the most unbeliev- 
able parts of the film are the true ones. The 
mundane bits are the bits we made up. The 
journalist in Iraq—my story, the character I 
play—is an invention. But there was a rumor 
that the Russian psychics were bombarding 
the US. president with negative energy, and 
there was a group within the military trying to 
combat it. It’s crazy, but war is crazy. 


Do you think America is ready for “I Love You, 
Phillip Morris,” which is based on the true story 
of aman who falls in love while in prison and then 
stages multiple successful escapes to be with his 
lover? 

It’s a love story, an escape movie and a com- 
edy, all about this man who goes to incredible 
lengths to be with the man he loves. I like it 
because it’s a gay film, which is to say it’s a 
film about two men in love, and I think that’s 
an important element of it. But it’s not a film 
about them being gay. They just happen to be 
gay. I also got to French kiss Jim Carrey a lot, 
and I quite like that too.
